To the Hon. Herbert J. Hagerman, Governor of the Territory of 

New Mexico, Santa Fe, N. M.: 

Sir: The Board of Trustees of the New Mexico Asylum 
for the Deaf and Dumb respectfully submit the following 
report of their transactions for the past two fiscal years to 
the close of business November 380, 1906. 

The exhibits of receipts and disbursements hereto 
attached, cover the past two fiscal years, for the reason that 
owing to the fact that the school was closed for lack of any 
appropriation in 1902 and 1903, no detailed report for those 
years has heretofore been made, and it was thought best to 
include the receipts and disbursements of those years in the 
exhibits. 

The school was open from September, 1905, to June 30, 
1906, with an attendance ot fourteen pupils, and was again 
opened in October, 1906, and has now an attendance of nine- 
teen, the maximum attendance attained during the existence 
of the school, and this attendance may be increased to twenty- 
tive or thirty during the term. The present term opens with 
favorable conditions under the superintendence of Mr. W.O. 
Conner, Jr., who has along experience inthe work, and is 


familiar with all the improved methods for the illustration of . 


the deaf and dumb, and will put them into effective use in 
the school, if suitable financial provision is made for the 
purpose. This leads us to call your attention to the 
necessity, if the work is to be continued, for a much larger 
appropriation by the legislature to carry it on. 

The present appropriation of $2,800.00 per annum, with the 
amount ‘derived from the Income Fund, is entirely inade- 
quate to the necessary expenditures of the school, conducted 
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on the most economical basis. To the best of our judgment 
and belief, we should have at least $7,500.00 a year to prop- 
erly conduct the institution. The disposition of this amount 
will be shown in the detailed estimate of the expenses at- 
tached to the report. This we have carefully considered, 
and confined to whatis absolutely essential to the proper 
and efficient conduct of the school. If the legislature is un- 
willing or indisposed to raise the yearly appropriation from 
the meagre allowance of $2,800.00 to the needed $7,500.00, 
then it will be advisable to close the school and make no fur- 
ther attempt to instruct the deafand dumb. For years the 
provision made for the purpose has been ridiculously unequal 
to the requirements and the effective action of the board 
has been hampered by want of funds. We have been com- 
pelled to content ourselves with makeshift arrangements, 
doing the best we could under unfavorable conditions, and 
putting up with superintendence and management entirely 
unsatisfactory, endured solely because we were without the 
means to procure better. In addition to the annual appro- 
priation of $7,500.00 for the support and maintenance of the 
school during the next two years, we should have for the 
complete and proper equipment of the building, for the com- 
pletion of the laying out and beautifying of the grounds and 
for repairs and painting the exterior work, an appropiation 
of $1,500.00 to be made immediately available. 

It will be seen from the financial exhibits, that to properly 
complete the building so that it could be used, we have trans- 
ferred $2,655.67 from the maintenance fund to the perma- 
nent fund. Itis now the intention of the board, whenever 
additional funds from the sale of lands are available, to re- 
place this amount in the maintenance fund. It is possible 
that when additional sales of lands are made, and the pro- 
ceeds duly invested, the annual income from such invest- 
ments may sensibly augment the amount available for main- 
tenance, but as we are not advised of the location or value of 
these lands, nor of the probable date when any appreciable 
income will be derived from this source, in the mean time, if 
it is the wish of the Territory to continue this school, it will 
be necessary for the legislature to make much ore liberal 
provision for it.
